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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND DIRECTORS 

January 31, 1948 

To the Citizens of Rutland Town: 

At this time of submitting an annual report of our schools for 
the past year the two main topics confronting us are “Inflation,” 
and “Improvement of Schools.” 

Higher Costs 

The 1947 Legislature passed a measure providing minimum 
salaries respectively for teacher trainees thus: less than 2 years, ) 

$1500 ; 2 years, $1600; 3 years, $1700; and 4 years, $1800. Be- 
cause those with less than four years training held records of long 
experience none of our teachers were paid less than $1800. The 
raise for all teachers for the past year amounted to $3400. 

Additional state aid gained from new legislation has helped in 
meeting this increase. Recent price indices show that a present 
salary of $1500 has a pre-war value of $916. It is evident that 
unless teachers’ salaries show current increments, the inflationary 
trend will further reduce the teacher supply below the demands. 

An item in the warning may ask for a scholarship fund to 
enable some high school graduate from the town to enter a teacher 
training college. As other Vermont towns do likewise this plan 
may enable us to be assured a supply of teachers which may only 
be gained by encouraging recruits. 

The supply of substitute teachers is as low as for regular 
teachers. It has been difficult to hire a substitute when one of 
the regular teachers has been obliged to be absent several days. 

Anticipated state aid to be credited under receipts for the 
fiscal year ending December 31 , 1947 was $6,272.76. In past years 
this money has been received in September. This year only 
half the amount was received before the fiscal year closed, hence 
the year closed with a substantial deficit. 

High school tuition rates per student have advanced about 
$25.00 each the past year, or reaching the State minimum of 
$100 that may be paid by a town without a special vote. Notices 
have come through now showing an even higher raise of $50 per 
student next year. The total now being charged by Rutland 
High'School is $150 per student for 1948-1949. To avoid hardship 
to individual families of the town, it must be voted in the annual 
town school meeting to pay the full sum charged, else families of 
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the town will have to pay any charge in excess of the State 
minimum, $100. 

All instructional supplies, equipment, and services cost more 
than a year ago. An examination of the budget may show some 
estimates lower than they shall actually prove to be, dependent 

upon economic trends. 

Improvement of Schools 

The Haiti community activities have been instrumental in 
bringing about town-wide interest in a program of early schoo 
improvement. 

Following spirited meetings at Haiti in December a meeting 
of representatives from there was arranged to be held at the Cen- 
ter School with the school directors and superintendent on Janu- 
ary 8th. Meantime enthusiasm had spread to Post and Mill 
Village with the result that delegations from those communities 
appeared at the meeting as well. It was decided to have chosen 
delegates of each school district make a tour of the rural schools 
on the afternoon of January 14, along with school officials and 
a representative from the State Department of Education. 

On January 14, at 1 :00 p.m. at the Haiti school the tour 
took off, after a short meeting, during which the Rutland Town 
Education Council was formed, comprising two delegates from 
each school in town, the school directors, and the superintendent. 
The tour next took in Post, Mill Village, Cheney Hill, and Dyer 
schools in that order. Deputy Commissioner Carl J. Batchelder 
of Montpelier accompanied the group, inspected the schools, and 
answered many questions as to school conditions and a proper 
course of action to be taken in their improvement. He asked that 
the superior plates be removed from the Post and Mill Village 
schools. In a session at the Mill Village school it was suggested 
that the Education Council as a committee work up proposals for 
a public meeting to be held at the Center Rutland School at 
8:00 p.m. on January 22nd. The Council officers elected were 
Myron Beebe, as president, and Mrs. Evangeline Senecal, as 
secretary. 

More than 90 citizens of the town assembled at the Center 
School on the night of January 22 to discuss Rutland Town 
school matters. A report of the Council committee ended in a 
resolution that Haiti, Post, and Mill Village schools be consoli- 
dated. This began an open forum of discussion lasting more than 
two hours. Mr. Carl J. Batchelder was present to represent the 
State Department of Education and to answer many of the ques- 
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tions brought forth. The school directors, the superintendent, 
Mrs. Senecal and President Beebe comprised a panel, with Mr. 
Batchelder, to direct the discussion. 

A motion was carried asking that the town warning contain 
certain items pertaining to a study of school consolidation. 
Another motion was carried proposing a special town school 
meeting about June 1st, 1948, to take definite action on school 
consolidation. 

At the January 22nd meeting information was furnished those 
present summarizing activities to date and giving details of 
formal action already taken by the town of Manchester toward 
school centralization. Other towns known to be working on 
consolidation are Ferrisburg, Fairfield, Vernon, Shaftsbury, and 
Norwich. 

School Maintenance 

Any extensive repairs to Post or Mill Village schools have 
been postponed until such time as a more permanent course of 
action might be undertaken. A new oil heater has been installed 
at the Post school to simplify janitorial duties, much as was done 
at Mill \illage last year, though both were assumed to be tem- 
porary adjustments prior to new buildings. Without running 
water at either of these schools the present toilet conditions have 
likewise been assumed to be temporary until major building 
projects are undertaken. 

Many of the desks have needed repairing to avoid purchasing 
new ones that have only recently become available. New ones 
of similar type cost about fifteen dollars each. It has been good 
economy to repair the old ones now, leaving the purchase of new 
ones until the time they could be chosen for a new building. 

New fire escapes have been built at the Center School. These 
also serve conveniently for the children going in and out at recess, 
or to reach the playground area at the rear of the building. The 
auditorium has been fitted with a second door, as a safety feature 
when crowds are gathered there. 

Miscellaneous 

No changes occurred in teaching personnel during the current 
school year. No music teacher was available on a part-time 
basis. This leaves the question open whether or not to employ 
a music teacher on a half-time basis with the Town of Castleton 
if such an opportunity arises; or even on a full-time basis if a 
majority of people favor that. 
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Transportation has been limited to two routes this year, one 
from the Billings Road to Center Rutland, the other from Haiti 
to Center Rutland. A request has been made that transportation 
be furnished the children on the West Road leading to Proctor, 
getting them to Center Rutland without the hazard of walking 
along busy U. S. Route 4, where no sidewalks are yet a means of 
travel off the road. A similar condition exists on Route 7, out 
of Mill Village, and south of the Dyer school. 

School enrollment at Dyer is such that a few more added 
there will mean reopening the south room, or sending upper grades 
to the Center. 

If the Town of Rutland wishes to adopt nursing service under 
a program similar to other towns of the state a formal vote in 
favor of the plan must preceed any assignment of a nurse to 
the district. Even a favorable vote now might mean waiting 
one or two years to have a nurse assigned because of the present 
shortage of trained nurses. 

School Notes 

Center Rutland — Through cooperation of the parents, 
teachers, and the community the PTA has purchased a moving 
picture projector. Many films on such topics as music, geogra- 
phy, science, history, literature, and varied subjects have enhanc- 
ed the audio-visual aids program. The PTA have also contributed 
to building up a library of victrola records. They have supported 
the school lunches, also. 

The PTA have sponsored redecoration and new r light fixtures 
for their kitchen. The budget also includes something for buying 
new units of playground equipment. 

As in former years, the annual Christmas community supper, 
followed by a Nativity Play, was enjoyed by children and parents 
The school mixed choir sang on that occasion and later sang carols 
to shut-ins of the neighborhood. 

There have been two active 4-H clubs, with teachers serving 
as the leaders. Projects have included helping serve school 
lunches and refinishing some of the school furniture. Two mem- 
bers were delegates to annual 4-H camp. 

Wilma DelBianco won the poster contest among local 
entrants in a state contest promoted by the Vermont Congress of 
Parents and Teachers. 

Democratic practices have been developed through student 
assembly activities where problems have been discussed in friend- 
ly debate. 
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In seeking to emphasize a well-rounded educational pro- 
gram, regular subjects are mingled with music, art, and seasonal 
observances that add to the cultural development of each child, 
both as an individual and as a member of society. 

Cheney Hill — Occasional meetings of 4-H members are held 
at the school. The Parent-Teachers’ Association has continued 
actively engaged in projects helpful to the school. Last year’s 
start in a plan for periodic visits by a registered nurse has been 
sponsored this year. There are hopes of gaining some means of 
purchasing a motion picture projector. Our community was 
greatly upset during the last week of school by events of the June 
3rd flood. 

Dyer — Visitors at school are welcome and a committee of 
pupils advised in the art of being good hosts are expected to set 
an example to all in good manners and courtesy. 

Special attention to health measures in eyes and ears has 
revealed three pupils needing correction to eyes and six needing 
attention to ear defects. Seven pupils have had dental work 
completed. 

Community events at school have been observed at Christ- 
mas, Valentine Day, a Mexican program, movies and speaker, 
Memorial Day, annual school picnic, and a Hallowe’en party. 

Pupils participated in the annual Fleming Museum art 
exhibit and a display at the April Castleton Conference. Grades 
6-8 visited the Freedom Train on October 13th. With a fall term 
attendance of 96 per cent, 17 scholars had perfect attendance. 

School patrol members have been loyally directing the 
children through traffic and the patrol attended the State field 
day in May. The Junior Red Cross unit has been active in drives 
and in following out the principles of individual responsibilities in 
democratic living. 

A quantity of new reference books, new maps, and a new 
clock have been appreciated by pupils and teacher. The school 
won twenty dollars in prize money at the Rutland Fair, second 
place for a booth exhibit. 

Haiti — School events the past year have included a Valentine 
party, Memorial Day exercises, annual school picnic, a Halloween 
party and annual Christmas observances. A lecture on China 
and motion pictures of oil production have been additional events. 

Several approved books have been added to the school 
library. Records show that the children’s interest in reading for 
pleasure and information is increasing. 
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Participation in Junior Red Cross is 100 percent. The 
Community Club has a membership of 69, with meetings regularly 
held each first Monday night of the month, and an average of 
two social meetings each month of the school year. 

Fall term attendance of the pupils rated 97 percent. 

Curtains for the dining room and kitchen, a gas stove, and 
a coffee percolator have been purchased. Plans are under way 
to redecorate the kitchen and dining room. 

Illustrated pages of a recent issue of “Vermont Life” showed 
typical scenes of the school. 

Post — The Parent-Teachers’ Association had a 100 percent 
membership this year. From funds secured through various 
community socials the summer round-up for pre-school children 
and a dental clinic, reaching all the children, were again sponsored. 

A booth arranged by the PTA at Rutland Fair brought a 
first prize of twenty dollars. This same prize has been won two 
successive years. The money was donated for school use. 

Community events have included programs for Valentine 
Day, Memorial Day, the annual school picnic, Halloween, and 
Christmas. 

Children received prizes from the local PTA in the state 
poster contest. The two 4-H clubs number respectively 14 girls 
and 18 boys. Many won individual prizes at the fair, for booth 
displays. 

Good health habits are nutured through a daily inspection 
patrol. Children with eye defects have had medical treatment 
and purchased glasses when advised necessary. 

The percent of attendance during the fall term was 95. 

Mill Village — The children and teachers have enjoyed new 
reference books, new maps, and an electric clock. Though en- 
rollment is small at 16, it was 18 earlier in the year, and was 13 
five years ago. 

Parent-Teachers’ Association meetings have included much 
discussion of future needs in building improvement. 

The last week of school in June was cancelled because of 
devastation by the June 3rd flood, which hit Mill Village with 
terrific destruction. The nearby bridge was carried away along 
with much property in the area. Water reached to the sills of 
the schoolhouse, but did no damage to the building. Much tri- 
bute is due those who stoically worked to recover from what was 
less than tragedy only because no lives were lost. 
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Recommendations 

i 

It is recommended that the annual school town meeting have 
discussion accompany any report of the Rutland Educational 
Council committee’s proposals for a course of action toward 
permanent school improvement. 

Because the school department, without special vote, may 
not pay in excess of $100 per student for tuition, it is recommended 
that it be voted to pay tuitions legally charged up to and not 
in excess of $150 per student, for the ensuing year. 

Your school directors recommend a school tax rate of $1.50 i 

to meet budget demands and to pay off any deficit of the fiscal j 

year ending July 1, 1948. I 

We again express appreciation to the teachers, community 
groups, and respective individuals for continued support of our i- 

educational program.
